*-* DpoReligion in the World which the De- 
vil fo much affeQs as thit of the Papiſts. 
For among them you. ſhall frequently hear 
- of ſeveral in whoſe bodies Belzebub takes 
vp-hisLodging without paying any Rent ; 
and yet fo unruly, that many times you 
would think he would throw the whole 
houſe out at window. On the other ſide 
the Papiſts are the only .perſons in. the 


- World among whom” there are ſfeveralf 


who , by long ſtudy and induſtry , have 
found out ways and means to ferrit hi 

out of. his Buroughs,without the tedious 
formality of a Leaſe of Ejetmenr. Theſe 
People are called Exorciſers, ſuch as by 
the virtue of Charms and Prayers and hard 
Words ſo terrifie the Devils neſtling within 
the bodies of Mortals, that he is forced to 
Cry , Beſo los manos and march off ; Nay, 
many times he is ſo put to't, that 'he'car 
not ſtay to' complement. Now though it 
be a thing well known that the Devil is 
generally hated , and as true that it is-al 
eaſie thing to find a ſtick to beat a dog, yet 
-1s it not ſo eaſie to find a Rod to whip the 
Devil..; But we have found one out at 
length by the help of Monſieur Fero 

Mengws (unhappy was the day for poor 
Sathan that ever he was born) which if 
men will but apply themſelves to make

| ward the Devil ſhould live a quiet hour in 
the World, He then that intends to have 
the Devil at his beck, muſt be ſo and fo 
5 qualified. You'l ſay how ? Why [Ile tell 
ye, if you'l have a little patience, 


Leſſons and Documents to be followed by him 
that intends to be an Exorciſer of Evil 
Spirits. 

The firſÞ Document. 


Hoever he be that deſires gentilely, 
neatly.and after the true manner to- 
'y tread upon the necks of the InfernalSpirits, 
"a8 mult abſtain from all unlawful, vain and ſu- 
q perſtitious Actions. For as Hornets never 
ron hurt Hornets, nor Serpents ſting Serpents, 
8 fo one Devil will never hurt another.There- 
Fs fore an Exorciſer muſt be a man of a pure 
ws conſcience, make frequent Confeſſion of his 
fins, and by as frequent Repentance make 
his peace with Heaven. For the Exorcl- 
ſer's ſins being: forgiven” through repen- 
{ tance , are concealed from: the Devil, 
whereby he is utterly diſabled/from caſting 
them in his Maſters diſh ; fo that when he 
J commands him to be filent , the Devil 
muſt of neceſſity hold his tongue. But 
above all things it behoves an Exorciſer

be very humble, for the Devil cannot en- 
dure ſo much as. the- ſmell of Humility. 
What ſort of ſmell humility has, I cannot 
ſo well tell ; but the Devil has, it ſeems, 


_. © a very quick Noſe, and you muſt rake Fa- 


ther Menge's word for it. Neither is it 
improbable but that there may be ſome 
{ſmells which the Devil cannot endure; for 
we find that when that Devil of a diſeaſe 
called the Mother afflits a Woman, ſhe is 
preſently brought to her ſelf again by hold- 
ing Aſa fetida and ſtinking Feathers to 
her Noſe: and ſo it'is not unlikely but 
that Humility may have a certain fmell 
which the Devils pride is not able to ſuffer, 


The ſecond Document. 


A* Exorciſt ought to be very diligent 
to diſcern whether the Party be re- 
ally poſſeſſed by the Devil or no, and whe- 
ther it be nota fallacy. For it would be 
a very great blur to the Credit of an Exor-: 
-Ciſer to be baffled in his attempt for want 
of Judgment. Not only the Friends of 
the Party , but the Devil himſelf would 
laugh at him for his pains. Now an Ex- 
orciſt ſhall certainly know whether the 


Party be poſſeſſed or no, if he hears him 
"Jpeak and underſtand thoſe things which l 
wan 
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or the Roman Conjurer. 5 
wonld be otherwiſe impoſlible for the per- 
ſon afflifted to underſtand or diſcourſe 
without the D-vils Inſtrution. Another 
way to try this Experiment is by touching 
the party with ſome Religious Relick , or 
by reading Holy words out of the Four 
Evangeliſts to the party concerned. Thus 
a Demoniac being brought to the Biſhop of 
Angers, in France, he cauſed the Wenches 
Coats to be taken up to her bare knee, #nd 
then pulling a Key out of his pocket, laid 
it npon her naked skin, You cannot ima- 
gine how the poor Wench ſcreamed , and 
roared, drew her mouth a one ſide, and 
foamed and fumed , fo ſoon as ſhe percei- 
ved the cold Key upon her fleſh.. Then 
the Biſhop pulled out of his pocket a piece 
of Petronmus Arbiter , and read to the De- 
moniac theſe words, There was a certain 
Epheſian Matron. But then the Devil was 
ten thouſand times madder than before, 


| the Wench raved and tore, and ſtampt 
4 and ſtared, and it was a million _to fix 


pence, but that the Devil had ſplit her 
into two parts,-as he took. his leave z he 
flew away in fuch a violent rage, as if he 
had reſolved to demoliſh the Tenement of 
which he could not keep the Poſſeſſion.” - So 
that if- you can privately and without the 
parties knowledge do it, 'tis a molt excel-

lent way to tye ſome holy Relique or a 
piece of paper full of Godly Names, to 
ſome part of the Demoniac's body : For 
then if the party be troubled and tormen- 
ted with ſtrange Conyriſions, or utter-fu- 
tious and raging Expreſlions, *tis a ſign of 
a Diabolical Preſence, But you are to.ob-[5 
ſerve, for the ſake of thoſe who detract 
from this Art, that the Devils entring in- 
ta humane bodies, very rarely ſpeak La. 
- tin : firſt, becauſe the Devil is too polite to 
ſpeak the Language of the Beaſt : ſecond- 
Iy, becauſe it would lay him too open to 
diſcovery, if he ſhould uſe any other than 
the natural [nſtruments of thoſe whom he 
poſſeſſes. And therefore the Devil polſlef: 
{ing an illiterate Idiot never ſpeaks Latin ; 
or if he poſſeſs an 1ralian, he never ſpeaks 
French , unleſs the party were known to 
ſpeak both Languages before, in regard 
the Tongue being habituated to one ſort c 
Language, becomes more pliable in its] t 
motion to the Devils occaſions. Neither 
indeed will they ſpeak either Hebrew or 
' Greek, 8s being Languages altogether out 
of uſe, unleſs it be among the Learned ; 
and the Devil is too cunning to. come un-fſ 1: 
der their clutches, ' b

The third Document. 


Hirdly ,- an Exorciſt may attack the 

vil polleſiing humane bodies by 
outward means, as Holy Water, Incenſe, 
Sulphur, Rue, and by ſeveral other Brew- 


ages and Doſes, which however mult be 


ficit exorciſed and bleſſed. *Tis true , we 
canaot ſay that mulical Sounds, or Herbs, 
or any other material Subſtances have any 
natural efficacy totally to expel the vexa- 
tions of the' Devil, but they may very 
muck prevail to mitigate the extremity af 
the trouble, For all limited Cauſes pro- 
duce Effects more or leſs intenſe according 
to the matter more or leſs diſpoſed and fit- 
ted for the Operation. And ſo the Devil 
may be ſaid to have more power over a 
melancholy perſon, than over a jolly brisk 
Compotator, who needs no other Devil 
to plague him than the Wine it ſelf; when 
it gets the upper hand of his Reaſon. And 
to ſhew you that great things may be done 
by ardinary means, Father Mengo tells yon 


I the [tory out of Tobit, of the Devil's being 


ſ:at packing by the ſtench of a Fiſhes liver 
broiled upon the coals. Which was"the 


: reaſon that Pope Alexander the Firſt, and 
He: was: no ſmall Fool , commands all the

a world of Superſtitions impoſed upon thef ci 
Vulgar.For ifthe Prophet cured the barreny {i 
nefs of the water by throwing Saltamongity t! 
how muc? more may it be thought that the {; 
-  Tharming of outward means may prevaill {; 
_ -againſt the ſnares and ſubtilties of the Def q 
vil? For the ſame reaſon he recommendy t 
the uſe of Muſic, not doubting but thaty F 
ſometimes it may happen to make the De e| 
vil dance, And was not he a rare Felloi 
in Tztw's Army , that ſent ſeveral Devil 
away with Fleas in their Ears by means of 
. a ſtone which he carried in his Ring? O 
what may wethink of that other who ſent 
Sathan a wool-gathering by the force of 
Root of a certain Herb which he pat up the 
| Demoniac's Fundament in the nature of a 
Suppolitory ? 

But there is yet another reaſon why an 
Exorciſt ought to make uſe of exteriour 
means. For it is one of the greateſt addi- 
tions to the puniſhment of the Devils, that 
they are made ſubje@t to the virtual Ope- 
rations of ſenſible Things : and that being 
a Spirit, he is forced tobe under the com- 

- mand and power of corporeal and fading 
ſubſtances. Therefore ſaith Raymnd Lully; 
make 
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make uſe of Phyſic and Antipharmacons to 
| diſlodge the Devil. Which however are of 
ily preater force, if you mix in the ſaid Medi- 
theſ cines the Root of the Herb Hypericor.. For 
eny ſuch is the virtue of the ſeed of that Herb, 
z it} that being burnt, it raiſes a ſmoke ſo offen 
the ſive to the Devils noſe, that it makes him 
all] ſneeze ten millions of times in leſs than & 
<4 quarter of an hour ; which muſt of neceſli- 
ds ty be a great vexation to him. Nevertheleſs 
iaty Father Afengo will not allow theſe exterior 
7 things to have that extraordinary virtue, 
0" unleſs they be firſt conſecrated with the 
ls Exofciſms of the Roman Church. For then 
Olf the Devil looks upon thoſe things as done 
a purpoſe to diſgrace and reproach him, 
NT and then *tis no wonder if he take them in 
f af fauff. And therefore it is the duty of an 
hel Exorciſt to apply thoſe things to the party 
f af}. grieved, and to provoke the Devil with ill. 
anguage and opprobrious and affrontive 
any expoſtulations. All which things the De- 
urſ vil, being as prond as Lucifer , can by n6- 
I-S means brook, as being done in deriſion and 
ary contce.npt of him. And therefore he'is for- 
eq ced to pack up his Awles, and be gone, as 
being bufſeted on the one ſide with hely 
Exorciſms, and laden on the - other {ide 
with nothing but ſcorn and affront. So 
that whoever they be that have a mind to.

The fourth Document. 


T* the fourth place it behoves an Exor- 
Ciſt not to ask the Devil any imperti- 
nent Queſtions. You may ask him his 
Name, and how many there are abroad of 
his Gang, what reaſon he had to enter the 
party; at what hour he has a mind to be 
ſpoken with, by what perſon or what Saint 
he has moſt mind to be expelled; what 
enemies he has in Heaven, and what friends 
in Hel], and what words thoſe are which 
will plague him moſt? You may alſo ask 
him, whether he be a Whig, a Tory, or a 
Trimmer ? To what: Regiment of Devils 
he belongs, . and who's his Colonel., whe- 
ther. he be conſtrained. to enter into the 
Party , or whether it be his own voluntary 
act ? Theſe you'l ſay are all yery material 
Queſtions ; but how if the Devil ſhould 
refuſe to anſwer ? Why then the Exorciſt 
were a fool to ask him, But the Exorciſt 
knows better things by his own experience: 
for if the Devil refuſe to anſwer, the Ex+ 
orciſt deals with him as they do in Chan- 
cery, that is, he proſecutes him toa Com- 
miſlicn of Rebellion, and commands Luci- 


fer, 
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or the Roman Conjurer. I.I 


fer, Virtute Dei, to puniſh him in Hell for 


Orders to the Chief of the Squadron in the \ 
Body poſſeſſed forthwith to withdraw with 
all his Aſſociates under ſevefal pains and 
penalties that ſhall come thereon. For 
though I ſaid before that the Devils would 
not burt one another, becauſe it was con- 
venient to ſay ſo; yet now becauſe it is 
convenient to ſay otherwiſe , I ſay the De- 
vils have variances and animoſlities,, and 
differences and quarrels among themſelves, 
and will hurt one another ; and the leſler 
Devil muſt needs go., when. the greater 
Devil drives. 


The fifth Document. 


N the next place the Exorciſer muſt be 
careful that he ſtand to his Pantables, 
and that when he has laid any command 
upon the Devil, he never bate hi:n.an Ace, 
though the Devil ſhould happen to be ſo 
raſh, as to deny his Juriſdiction, and con- 
temn his Authority for ſome time. For that 
would give the Devil an occaſion to- grow 
malapert and ſlight his Exorciſm. But then. 
cauſe the Party to make a. Confeſſion.of 
ſome one Article of che Roman Cathoiic 
Faith, and at the ſame times let.bimknock 
: his> 
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12 - -"AWhip for the Devil, 
his-head againſt the ground three times: 
yet not ſo hard neither as to knock out his 
brains: for then the Devil would laugh in- 
deed, and run away to rights with the par- 
ties Soul inſtead of his body. The Exor- 
Ciſt is alſo'to be very cantious 1n the appli- 
cation of exterior things to the Demontac, 
fuch as are the Reliquesof Saints, the wood 
of the Croſs, and the like : for the Devils 
are ſo crafty, that very often they feign 
themſelves to be afraid of thoſe things, 
which many times prove not to be real Re- 
liques, which is a great diſparagement to 
Y the credit and honour of the Sacraments of 
the Roman Catholick Church, which have 
done wonders. | 
Nor are all Devils alike ; for ſome are 
more deſperate, and can brook affronts, 
reproaches and injuries with more reſolu- 
tion than others. Sometimes alſo divine 
power leaves it to the Devils diſcretion 
whether he will depart at the firſt bidding 
or no, for ſeveral concealed reaſons; and 
they are often excuſed for a time from 
yielding obedience to our . Imperative 
Moods, becauſe the means we uſe are not 
feaſonable, or not proper. But then again, 
If after long perſeverance the Devil remain 
obdurate and dally and play the fool againſt 
the politive command of Holy Words and 
| | "-APplica-. . 
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Applications, then the Exorciſt is to make 7 
uſe of Goads and Spnrs, which are Exor- 
ciſms and Charms , by which the Devils 


are tormented in their ſpiritual Entities, as 
men are pained in their corporeal bodies 


with Whips and Sconrges. Yow'l ſay this - © 


is a ſort of nonſence— I can't help that— 
*Tis ſuch as Father Mexgo dedicates to no 
teſs a perſon than a Cardinal— and which 
Father Mengo looked upon to be as good 
ſence as any was in the World, or elſe he 
ſpent his time very ill to cloath his work 
in ſuch good competent Latin as he has 
done. But you muſt underſtand , that 
Conjurers deal in Myſteries, which for 
want of knowledge, are eſteemed non- 
ſence. There's the Conjurer- that hangs 
out his face againſt Laudgate-Church—— 
Why— diſcourſe that Myſterious Mortal, 
that has the Devil in a ſtring, a whole year 
together , and if you hear him talk three 
words of ſence together of his own Art 
which he profeſſes, and can make it out, 
you may win.many a fair wager. And 
therefore pray be not ſuch Enemies to Non- 
ſence , eſpecially when it treats of Myſte- 
rious Matters. 
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The fixth Document. 


Wi opinion others may have of the 
Popiſh Eucharilt is left to their con- 
ſideration ; but Father Minorite Fryer Men- 


go, adviſes it ſhould be frequently giyen 


thoſe that are poſſeſſed with the Devil, 
Nay, faith he, it was never forbidden by 


our Forefathers to the Spirits of Wickednef ;, * 


to-whom they rather thought it was to be 


adminiſtred every day , for that being ta- 


ken by a Demonzac, it drove him from roolt- 
ing in his body, and made his Manſjon too 
hot for him, by burning him with a certain 
kind of Fire, And ſo the Abbot Androni- 
cus was cured. For the Devil will inſult 
over his Landlord, if he once find him de- 
nied the Heavenly Remedy , and will at- 
tack him with greater violence, and ſwag- 
ger like a Hector when he finds him depri- 
ved of his Spiritual Phyſic. If you object, 
That no-perſon is to receive unworthily, 
which Demoniacs cannot do, becauſe they 
want the uſe of their reaſon, St. Thomas 
Aquinas-replies, That men may be ſaid to 
have loſt -their reaſon in a twofold- ſence 
(for take a Jeſuit without a Salvoand hang 
him) he may be ſaid to have loſt his rea- 
7 that has but a weak uſe of it :;. and thus 


they. -

they are ſaid not to ſee who ſee but weak-  . *? 
ly. Others are faid to haye loſt theiuſe of 
reaſon; as being born Idiots. As to the 
firſt; if it appear that they have any deyo- 
tion for the Euchariſt, it may be given 
them. As to the fecond, they are denied 
the Priviledge. In another place the ſame 
St. Thomas, like agoad man, adviſes the 
giving the Euchariſt to Demoniacs, 'unleſs 
they are poſſeſſed for any crime by them 
committed, But then there ariſes another 
Queſtion, whether they may be faid to be | 
poſſeſſed who want their reaſon ? Far the 
Devils in them if they want reaſon, that 
keep company every day with the Devil, 
who wasever ſo far from being counted a 
fool, that he was always thought to be fu- 
periour in Reaſon to Thomas Aquinas him- 
ſelf; though ane of the niceſt Splitters of 
a diſtinftion in the World. And then a- 
gain, it behoves the Exorcilt to charm and 
give his BenediCtion to the Exchariſt, as 
well as to all other things which are to be 
| applied tothe Demoniac, his Vittuals, his 
Drink , his Pottages, UnCtions, and the 
like, and all other things requiſite to con- 
- jure the Devil out of humane Bodies, More- 
over the Exorciſt is 'to make diligent In» 
1 quifition- in the Bed-cloaths, in the Mats 
1.2aJecr the Bed, over the Teſter, _— 
' | 0 X 
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x6 AVWhip for the Devil, 
the door, and in every corner of the houſe 
for all the inſtruments of miſchief and dia- 
bolical Treachery that he can find, and pre- 
fently to throw them into the fire. Nay, 
it would do well for the party to change 
his Bed, nay his Cloaths, nay his very 
Houſe, and remove to another habitation ; 
for it would put the Devil to his Trumps 
to find out the meaning of ſuch ſudden al- 
| terations. It'would be to him juſt like the 
finding ontof a Plot (for the Devil knows 
himſelf always guilty) and unſettle him in 
all his Methods of proceeding. 


The ſeventh Document. 


Y no means the Exorciſt muſt make uſe 
of unknown names, as being of dan- 
gerous conſequence ſo to do, according to 
the Opinion of St. Chryſoſtome. And there- 
fore Father Mergo is careful to give a Liſt 
of the moſt neceſſary, to the end the well- 
minded Exorciſt may proceed the more 
boldly and ſecurely in his Conjurations : 
and therefore take *em in their order. 
El Elion Fah 
Elohim Eſerehezch Tetragrammaten- 
- Sabaot Adonas Sadas 
Hagios Iſchyros Athanatos 
Soter Fehovah Homouſion 
Ebeieh, More- 
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Moreover the Exorciſt is to make uſe of 
certain Billets or Notes containing theſe or 
ſome other holy Names or Words, and ap- 
ply them to the parties under the Devil's 
Oppreſlion , but with reſpect however to 
the following Conditions, 

Firſt, That thoſe holy Words do not 
contain any thing which pertains to the 
Invocation of Devils either Expects or 
Tacit, 

Secondly , That the Exorciſns do not © 
contain any unknown Names, for the a- 
voiding of Superſtition ; that is to ſay, the 
Popiſh Conjurers do forbid all perſons 
whatever to make uſe of the Names of the 
. Indian Pagods, or any of the Mabometan 
Saints; nor of the Pinner of Wakefield, nor 
of the Names of Adam Bell , Climm of the 
Clough , or William of { Clondeſtee , and yet 
theſs were Fellows that would have fought 
with the Devil himſelf. But becauſe the De- 
vil was not fo well acquainted with them, 
as not being in the Popiſh Legend , there- 
fore it would be a great piece of Superltiti- 
__ on to make uſe of their Names.But youmay 
make uſe of the Names of Saturn , Fupiter, 
Ven, Bell and the Dragon, Mars, Neptune, 
Mercury, St. George, ang all your Gaming. 
__* Ordinary Oaths ; of which the Devil can- 

not be ſo much the Devil of a Dunce as * 
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be ignorant, becauſe they are ſo frequent- - 
ly in uſe. 

Thirdly, Great care muſt be taken, leſt 
the matter of the Words contain any thing 
of falſhood-; for that would fruſtrate the 
expectation of the Operator. For the Dz- 
vil would never be afraid ofa Lye, who is 
the Father of them himſelf. Which is the 
reaſon that Old women fail ſo often in 
their Charms, becauſe they are ſtufft ſo full 
of idle vanities and ſottiſh impertinencies, 

Fourthly, All fooliſh Charaters and Fi- 
| ot are to be avoided, unleſs it be the 
figure of the Croſs. And the ſame cau- 
tion is to be given againſt Images made by 
Aſtrologers (for Aſtrologers are no Popes) 
and artificial Rings, Amulets and Stones : 
for your true Exoreiſers would have none 
to deal with the Devil but themſelves. 

Fifthly, Let the Exorciſer beware of 
- putting any confidence in the manner of 
writing, or any other ſuch like impertinent 
Vanity , nothing to the purpoſe , for that 
would be altogether ſuperſtitious; ſo care- 
ful are the Popiſh Prieſts , the moſt ſuper- 
titious of men toward God , of being ſu- 
perſtitious to the Devil. 

Sixthly , That in the rehearſal and pro- 
. Nunciation of Holy words and ſentences 
reſpect beonly had to the words —_— 

| an 
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and their true meaning. Great reverence 
is alſo to be given to the Power of God, 
irom whoma good effect is to be expet- 
ed; and next to the Reliques of the Saints, 


- which next to God, chiefly conduce to- 


ward a happy ſucceſs againſt the Deyil. 
For as the Devil is known by his cloven 
foot, a true Papiſt is known by his blend- 
ing Piety and Superſtition together. Which 
conditions being obſerved, it is lawful to 
exorciſe Demonzacs, and kick the Devil 
about like a Foot- ball. 


The eighth Document, 


A* Exorciſt ought to make it his buſi- 
neſs to underſtand the ſubtyties of 
Devils entring into humane Bodies, that 
he may be the better able to deal with 
them at their own weapons, Know then 
that moſt Devils, having taken up their 
Quarters, love to lye very private, and to 
keep themſelves either from ſpeaking or 
trembling, for fear of being diſcovered, or 
that he may ſeem to the Prieſt to be the 


'"more ſtout and undaunted ; yet 3f he be 


by the power of Sacred words conltrained 
to tremble, he is careful however of ſpeak- 


+ ing according to the mind of the party pok 


ſled. Or if he be compelled to ſpeak 
from 
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from within, he is very cautious of ſpeak- 
ing through the mouth of the Demonzac, 

And therefore it behoves the Prieſt to ad- 
moniſh the Party to tell him truly what 
the Devil mutters in his belly; and fre- 
quently to adjure the Devil to anſwer to 
Interrogatories, But when after a great 
deal of do he is at length brought to- ſpeak 
outwardly , then he does all he can to di- 
vert the Demomiac from hearing ot under- 
ſtanding the words which are read.

feel barder, yet harder, on purpoſe to-put 
voluptuous fancies into the Prieſts mind ; 
ſometimes at the Devils ioſtigation ſhe de- 
fires the Prieſt to eaſe her Torments , but 
laying his cheek to hers, or his lips to hers, 
meerly, wicked Devil as he is, to debauch 
- an honeſt vertuous Prieſt of the Church of 
Rome. And therefore it behoves a Kong 
A Pric 
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Prieſt to be chaſt of his Eyes, chaſt of his 
hands,and indeed of every member, eſpeci- 
ally when he meets with the Devil & aWa- 
man together. Sometimes the damn'd De- 
vil plays at Bo-peep with the Prieſt ; ſo that 
when the Prieit asks him the name of the 
Principal Devil of the Company , he tells 
him his own, and conceals the names of 
his Companions, which as he pretends he 
dares not name, becauſe they are bawdy 
or beaſtly, which you will z which may be 
ſometimes true, but is ten times oftner 
falſe. So that the Prieſt knows not where 
to have the Devil. But he is well enough 
mg to. expect Truth from a common

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Sometimes when the Devil finds the 
Prieſt too hard for him, 'he ſends for his 
Accomplices, either to animate him , or 
aſſiſt kim with their preſence; a common 
thing for one friend to chear up another 
in diſtreſs. In this caſe the Prieſt muſt 
make it his buſineſs to know what Enemies 
his Antagoniſt hath either in Heaven or 
Hell, and then to invoke his Enemies the 
Saints; to conjure up his Enemies the De- 
vils; and lay his commands upon the De- 
vils his Friends. 

Sometimes the Devil is ſo wearied with 
talking to the Prieſt, that he endeavours 
to ſneak out of the mouth of the party pol- 
ſeſſed, to reſt himſelf either in the parties 
heart or under his neck. And then it be- 
hoves the Prieſt to fetch him back with a 
Siſarara , god im waking above 
board. To*thi ; theſe words are 
very prevalent, m Domimn, (for 
though the Devil illing to ſpeak 
Latin, yet he underſtan&&Eatin very well) 
making the ſign of the Croſs at the ſame 
time upon the head or forehead of the par- 
ty.

This Benediction being finiſhed , when

This was a notable Invention, but the 
ſucceſs of it ſeems very dubitable ; for if 
it be true that the Devil is the God of 
Riches, where-ever the Devil finds any of 
his own Treafure, he?l certainly be there 
to guard it, And it is as prepolterous to 
think that the Devil ſhould be afraid of 
that which ſends ſo many to Hell , or be * 
ſcared with one of his greateſt Tempta- 
tions. - It may be indeed, had it been the 
ſame Gold , Frankincenſe and Myrrh, 


, which the Wiſe-men offered, there might 
wt have 
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have been ſomething in the caſe. And how 
the Popiſh Prieſts and Exorciſts came to 
be without.it, or at leaſt ſome Reliques 
of it, ſeems wonderful ſtrange ; ſeeing they 
haveinevery hole ſo many Nails and Bones, 
Napkins and Pillowbears, and pieces of 
Petticoats of the Virgin eMary , and the 
ancient Saints, Thoſe Reliques would have 
ſpared *em the labour of thefe Conſecra- 
tions and Exorciſings. But they can ſpare 
Nails and banes, when they cannot ſpare 
ſo. much. Gold to lye by in thouſands of 
boxes at thouſands of places, having other 
occaſions for it. But the miſchief 1s, that 
none but Fools offer them Gold, there- 
fore there muſt be a way found out to 
make as many Fools as they can; and a- 
mong the reſt, this Inchantment of Gold, 
Fraukincenfe and Myrrh unfortunately 
happens to be one. Otherwiſe if there 
were anything of efficacy in this Exorciſm

Thus the World may ſee what ſorts of 
Whips and Scourges the Papilts pretend 
to have for the Devil ; what a Power they 
challenge to have over him ; and how un- 
mercifully they exercilc it, while, to ſhew 
theic Authority, they command one Devil 
to puniſh another ,. not for any miſdemea- 
nours committed one among another ,. but 
for doinz his Duty aad his Office, which 

iS 
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' is to do Mankind as much miſchief as he 
can. - And this Authority they aſſume 
from the Repetition of holy Names, and 
the Cooperations of Saints, ſome of which 
were as ignominious as the Devil himſelf, 
the aſſiſtance of the Croſs and Holy Water 
dablings. Whereas there never was any 
ſuch power given them , which the Devil. 
well knows, and therefore *tis no wonder 
he gives no more credit to their counter- 
feit Warrants. To-diſplay therefore to- 
the full the Folly , Superſtition and Igno- 
rance of theſe Exorciſts, let us conſider 
what true. Divinity ſays concerning theſe 
Exorciſms; firſt, when they began, and 
ſecondly , whether they are ſtill to be re- 
tained and made uſe of among Chriſtians. 
As to the firſt, we do not find in all the 
Old Teſtament any mention made of Ex- 
orciſms to caſt out Devils. And Adjura- 
tion or charging by an Oath we find in the 
fifch umbers, by which the Woman: 
was not adjured by the Prieſt, to the end. 
he might caſt ont Devils ont of her, only 
he wiſhed her good or evil, as ſhe had be- 
haved her ſelf in the point of Chaltity or 
Uncleanneſs, upon which he charged her 
with an Oath, and either abſolved or cur- 
ſed her. . Joſhua alſo adjured Achan , -not 
to calt out the Devil out of him, but ow: 
4 make- 
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make him confeſs the concealment of the 
Spoils. Some are of Opinion however, 
That David exorcifed Saul, which is not 
to be believed. For he only played upon 
his Harp before him, and the Songs he 
ſang were only the Praiſes of God. But that 
he made no uſe of Exorciſms, may be con. 
firmed from hence; firſt, for that he did 
not perfectly cure Saul,” only when David* 
'play'd, Saxl was refreſhed, and the Evil 
Spirit departed for a time. Neither did 
David ule any form. of Conjuration , but 
only certain Muſical Verſes, which were 
delightful to the ear, and therefore not 
nafit to recreate the heavy Hypochondria- 
_ cal humor of Sazl. 

As for the Jews , it is plain there were 
certain Pretenders to Exorciſm among 
them , as appears by the twelfth of Mat- 
thew. If I by Beelzebub caſt out Devils , by 
whom do your ſons caſt them out ? By which 
words , your ſons , St. Ferome underſtands 
certain Exorciſts, that ran about the Coun- 
try conjuring unclean Spirits in the Name 
of God. But it does not hence follow, 
that the Pope has power to erect Colledges 
and Societies of Exorciſts, as if it were in 
the power of man to bind and tye the 
Grace of God to Ialtitutions and humane 
Ele&tions. 

Aﬀter- 
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> _ - Afterwards Chriſt renewed this power 
of caſting out Devils, and was himſelf the 
Head and Chief of thoſe that did, and 
acted with great Command and Authority: 
againſt Unclean Spirits. He alſo bequeath- 
ed this Gift to his Diſciples, who neverthe-. 
leſs were not always obeyed by thoſe Evil 
Spirits, as appears by the ſeventeenth of 
Matthew: and Chriſt.tells them the reaſon 
why, becauſe of their unbelief. How then. 
can theſe Popiſh Prieſts and Exorciſts pre- 
 ſume to ſuch a miraculous Gift, who give 
greater credit to fictitious Saints and Ima- 
ges, than to that Jeſus.in whoſe only, 
Name they onght to perform that. great 
work which they pretend to undertake ? 
How long then thisGift of.adjuring Evil 
- Spirits remained in theChurch is uncertain:. 
Fuſtin Martyr , who. lived in. the time of 
Antoninus-Pic, affirms, That ſeveral Chri- 
ſtians. performed great Cures of. this na-. 
ture, which other -Enchanters, . Exorciſts,. 
and Charmers could not do;. and Tertal-, 
lian, that. the ſame Gift. of expelling De- 
vils continued in the time of Severus, and. 
numbers himſelf among” the reſt; but he 
adds withal,, We caſt out Devils ,. not for. 
reward or-hire, asthe Popiſh Exorcilts do, 
meerly to. pick the pockets of the deluded. 


people. 
But.. 
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But though it be not ſo clear how long 
this great Gift continued in the Church, 
. moſt certain it is, that Superſtition and 
Prophaneneſs ſoon trod upon the heels of 
primitive Piety , and the Devil tyred and 
curbed with the commands of entire San- 
Ctity, ſoon found out a_ way to'rid himſelf 
out of thoſe bonds, and to be at more li- 
berty, Therefore St.. Auſtin tells us of a 
certain Roman Tribune in his time, that 
having his Houſe haunted , was preſented 
by his Friend with a piece of the Earth ta- 
ken from the Grave where Chriſt was bu- 
ried, and out of which he roſe again, 
which the Tribune hung up in his Bed- 
Chamber, to terrifte the Devil. 

Afterwards when the ancient Biſhops 
and Parochial Prieſts were ſo far from cor- 
recting theſe Errors , that, as they call it 
(out of a good intention) they rather in>; 
creaſed and added to them, they augmien- 
ted to a prodigious number. And then 
it was that the mercenary Exorcrfers mind- 
ing more their profit than the good of the 
people, | not only called upon Chriſt, but 
invoked an hundred -ſorts of Saints, not 
minding the ſaying of St. Paul. ' How then 
 ſhall-they call on. him in whom they have not 
belixved ? But the Popiſh Exorciſers call 


upon the Saints, in whom they believe, 
how

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- how: then ſhall they call upon Chriſt in 


whom they do not believe-while they a- 

dore-the Saved before the Saviour. 
; Others believed the mumbling of Ave 
to be of ſpecial force againſt the 


| Devil, whenas it is certain, that that Ange- 


lical Salutation was no Prayer, but an An- 
gelical relation of the happy Tidings which 
he brought the Virgin ; for ſo the follow- 
ing words, full of Grace, explain, deno- 
ting that God had at that time conferred 
his Grace vpon her, and not that ſhe is the 


Fountain of Grace, as the Papiſts would 


thence collect. Now there is a great dif- 
ference between the perſon that confers 
the favour ; and the perſon upott whom 
the favour is conferred, But now adays 


the Papiſts all implore the Virgin Mary, . 


as expecting from her more favour and 


_ aſſiſtance than from Chriſt himſelf, 


Afterwards as Superſtition increaſed, 
they fell to exorciſing and conſecrating 
Water, Salt, Herbs, Candles, and an hun- 
dred more ſuch ſort of things, and gave 


them to filly people to keep in their houſes, 


as Preſervatives agataſt the Devil. 

Bat the Sign of the Croſs out-did all, 
ſo that about the "year 1098. when the 
Ceſtertian Order firſt begun to appear in 
the World, ſeveral Armies being ſeen in 


the. 
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- the Air near Wormes for many nights and 
days together , and at ſuch a certain: time 
being obſerved to retire to a Mountain 
not far diſtant, and there to vaniſh, a cer- 
tain Ceſtertian Monk of Limburgh was re- 
ſolved to know their buſineſs. To which 
purpoſe he firſt fortified and armed him- 
{lf and his Companions with the Sign of 
the Holy Croſs, and ſo going to the Moun- 
tain when they appeared again, he con- 
jured and adjured them in the Name of _ 
the holy Trinity fo terribly , that one of 
the Troop made anſwer, That they were 
the Souls of Souldiers that had been lain 
in-or near that place ſome time before. 
The-MonK dsked thent, Whetner they &x- 
__ any afliſtance or ſuccour from men. 

he Spirit anſwered , Yes, by their Faſt- 
ing and Prayers , but more eſpecially by 
the Oblation- of the Body and Blood of 
Chriſt 3 and ſo ſaying, the whole Hoſt cry- 
* out three times, Orate pro nobis, Pray 
Or MS, 

And thus you ſee the great Virtue of the 
holy Croſs,and a Popiſh Tale to confirm it. 
And thouſands there are at this day , who 
deceived by their Prieſts , moſt ſtedfaſtly 
believe, That 'if they do but : ſign there 
Foreheads with the Sign of the Croſs, the 
Devil has no power to come near them, nor 
to hurt them. From 
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From whence it is apparent, That in 
the primitive Times, for -the Confirma- 
tion of the Divine Truth of the Goſpel, 
there was a heavenly Bequeſt to ſeveral 
holy Perſans to excel in Miracles, who by 
the- Impoſition of hands did deliver many 
Demoniacs from the vexation of Evil .Spt- 
rits: Which extraordinary Gift then cea- 
- fed, when thoſe other extraordinary Gifts 
that accompanied it, were at @ period, 
So that. the Herd of PopiſhExorciſers that 
fill the World with their falſe Invocations. 
and miraculous Operations of ſanQtified. 
Water and Salt, are a meer Troop of Mo- 


ney-hunters , Impoſtors, COL OER |

and Vagabonds, And. their -Whips for 
the Devil are no more to be valued than 
the Rods that excite the decayedVenery of 
old Lechers in common Brothel-houſes, 
Men. of ſence among the Papiſts them- 
ſelves deride *em. And therefore you 
nd in Eraſmw's Colloquies:Cardinal Pole 
himſelf making the greateſt Fool in the 
world of a Country. Prieſt, and afting the 
Spirit himſelf to carty on the Sport. At 
length when the Cardinal and his Confe- 


derates had ſufficiently fool'd the ſilly Ex-- 


orciſer, they framed an-Epiſtle curiouſly

The firſt 1s-of a certain Maid , Adriana 
Fraxinet, born of poor Parents not far 
from Amiens.' This Maid, being looked 
upon as polleſled by the Devil, was brought 
to Pars, and lodged'in the Monaſtery of 
' St. Victor , where ſhe was ſhewed for. the 
rarities ſake to vaſt concourſes of people. 
Among the reſt came Peter Cotton: a Jeſt 
with a ſtrong reſolution to expel the. De- 
vil; the rather, - becauſe that being very 
inquiſitive , he thought to pick out of the 
Devil an Anſwer to ſeveral Queſtions, of 
which he had no other hopes to be reſol- 
yed.' To this purpoſe he borrowed a one

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of Exorciſms (ſach another-Whip- for the 
Devil as this \may be fuppofed ro be) and 
to help his memory', put into the. Book a 
Catalogne of fach Queſtions -as' his Curio- 
ſity led him to be*1nformed of, written 


- with his own” hand in Latin. After he 


had performed the Ceremony of Exor- 
ciſm , -he Uelivered the Book back 'to his 
Friend , but imprudently forgot to take 
onthhis-own paper. By which'means the 
paper known to be his writing, was hand- 
&d-from one to another till it came to the 
hand of the Duke of Sxlly, who ſhewed it 
to Hen'y the -Fourth.- Therein Cotton had 
made-inquify-of the Devil; what God had 
permitted him to know <concerning the 
prefent-Pope ? What about his own ſtay 
at Court? 'What he knew abont-the Con. 
verſion of Souls ? What about the War 
with Spain and the Hereticks.? What 
courſe he fſhonld take to perſwade moſt 
efficaciobſly 2 What courſe he ſhould take 
to abſtain from ſin?

Theſe things many laughed at , and 
others bitterly'Satyrized. For, faid they, 
if Cotton were induced ont of a love of 
Truth to ask theſe Queſtions, why did he 
- inquire of the Father of Lyes ? Others 
taxed him for going about to be reſolved 
in Scriptnre-doubts of the Devil who con- 
temned it as Divine Writ. And the De- 
vil finding that the Jeſuit had more faith 
in him than in God, did not think him 
worth the trouble of his — 

Whence we may conclude-,' That if a 
filly Wench conld fo eafily delade a top- 
ping Jeſuit, 1t is not for the pitiful Herd 
of common proſtituted ilts to maſter 
the Devil himſelf. 
 TheStory of Martha Brofſer is yet much | 
more remarkable. She was the daughter 
of. Fames Broſſer, born at Remorantin, in the 
County of Blow, who weary of his poor 
Trade of Weaving, took upon him the 
more lazy Trade of a jugting Mounte- 
bank , and taking along with 'bim hs 
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= daughter Marths, whom he feigned to be 
' © Pollelled with the Devil, began to practile 


us Tricks among the common people in 
the neighbouring Cities, with great con- 
courſes of people drawn together by the 
novelty of the thing. But being ſoon de- 
tected nearer home, he removed to Ar 
ers, where Charles Miro, Biſhop of the 
ity, before he would attempt any thing 
by way of Exorciſm, ſent for Martha, and 
cauſed her to ſit down at his Table ; at 
what time when he obſerved her to be no- 
thing moved when he drank to her in Holy 
Water , which he told her was only com- 
mon water ; but that when he drank to 
her in'common water, and told her it was 
Holy Water, ſhe preſently fell into Con- 
vulſions and Ravings, he began ſhrewdly 
to ſuſpect her ; but for his better ſatisfa- 
Ction, while Martha was in the midſt of 
her Fits , the, Pope calls out aloud for a 
Book of Exorciſms , which being brought 
him , he immediately repeated the firſt 
Verſe in Yirgils Eneads, Arma virumq, cano, 
&c. Which- hard words e Hartha no 
ſooner heard, but ſhe began to tear and 
torment her ſelf, as if the Devil had been 
in her indeed, . Thereupon the Biſhop be- 
ing fully conyinced of the Cheat, would 
have no more to ſay to her, but Cy 
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her , with this advice to her Father, to 
carry his daughter home again, and to 
forbear deluding the people any longer 
with his Impoſtures. - But the Father has 
ving other deſigns in his head, would not 
be ſo eaſily admoniſhed , but goes directly 


* for Pars, where he lodges his daughter 


in the Monaſtery of St. Genoved, a place 
much reſorted to for the Opinion of its 


 SanCtity. There he had no ſooner craved 


aſliſtance of Sacred means for hfs daughter 
e Martha, but the Capuchin Friers never 
ſtanding to examine the condition , repu- 
tation or_ health of the Maid , fall to 
work , and while Martha flings and boun- 
ces to hear their Exorciſms, ealily per- --, 
ſwade the ignorant Vulgar , that ſhe was:: 


poſſeſſed with the Devil, And now there;'*.-. 
was nothing 'talked of in Pars , but off ;* 


Martba's being poſſeſſed with the Devil, * 
when Monſieur Gonde Biſhop of the place, 
reſolving to interpoſe his own Authority, 
ſent the chiefeſt and moſt approved Phy- 
ſicians, Moreſcot, Albin, Riolap, Duret, and 
others to obſerve the ſtrange Motions, * 
Contortions, and Geſticulations which 
Martha made, who upon their return to 
the Biſbop, unanimouſly declared., That 
there was nothing of Devil in her , many 
things counterfeited, and ſome few things 

H which 
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which proceeded from her diſtemper of 
body ; that her tongue was inflamed, and 
that fomething of wind more than ordi- 
nary grumbled in her left Hypochondrium, 
However, becauſe ſhe did not ſtir or cry 
out when Duret the Phyſician ran a needle 
into her. hand between her Thumb and 
Fore-finger, therefore the Devil was cer- 
tainly in her, and Father Serafin the Frier : 
falls afreſh upon the Devil with new Ex-/ 
orciſms. - Which Martha no ſooner heard, 
but ſhe began to roll her Eyes , lill out her 
Tongue, and ſcrew her Body at a moſt 
dreadful rate : but when ſhe heard the 
word, And he was made man , ſhe gave'a 
jump , as if ſhe had had no bones in her 
body , and flew to the door of the Chapel 
where ſhe was, . at which Serafin the Exor- 
ciſer cryed-ont, Now'sf there be any that re- 
w14ins mcredulow, let him venture his life, and 
ſtop the Deviltiſ he can. Upon which Mon- 
fieur Mareſcot the Phyſician, not enduring 
the Impoſture z ran after her, laid hold of 
her in ſpite of all her ſtruggling, and made 
*her ſtay. Which the Wench perceiving, 
to-conceal the Impoſture , pretended thar 
the Devil was gone , and had left her. 
And the Exorciſt, for his credit, copfirm- 
ed the lye, ſaying, That ſhe now wa Mar- 
thin her ſelf, and that the Spirit was gone : 
tg 
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to which Mareſcot replied, That then it 
was he that had frighted the Devil. Here- 
upon the Biſhop for his farther ſatisfaftion 
cauſed the Exorciſms to be repzated. At 
firſt ſhe was nothing moved , finding Ma- 
reſcot ready to handle her without Mnrens ; 
but when ſhe thought that he and the reſt 
of the Phylicians were gone, ſhe threw her 
ſelf upon her back, and fell to her wont- | 
ed pranks. But then the Phyſicians ap- 
pearing again, they eaſily laid hold of ber, 
and held ſtruggling and ſtriving to no pur- 
poſe. However by theſe latter motions 


ſhe brought over two of the Phyſicians to 
her Party, who now do think her really 


polleſſed. Thereupon other Phylicians were 
called, neither Mareſcot, nor the other Di- 
ſenters being admitted, in whoſe preſence, 
and in the preſence of the Exorciſer Sera- 


fin, and Father Benedi#t, an Englith man, 


both Capuchins, Martha, beſides the won- 
ted Geſticulations of her body, anfwered 
the Phyſicians in Greek and Latin, which 
ſhe would not owne that ſhe underſtood 
before, and to the Engliſh man ſhe an- 
ſwered in Engliſh ; and thereupon they all 
pronounced her poſlefſed with. the Devil, 
and great Arguments followed on both 
ſides. In the midſt of theſe Contentzons 
the King commands Martha to be delive- 
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Ted over to the Secular Magiſtrate , with 
Orders to ſuch and ſuch perſons to obſerve 
her diligently with the help of Phyſicians 
and other able perſons for forty days, and 
then to make their Report to the Parlia- 
ment, whoall atteſted, That they had obſer- 
ved nothing preternatural in her, Upon this 
the Prieſts grew angry and complained in 
their Pulpits , that the Eccleſiaſtical Pri. 
viledges were infringed by the Kings Ma- 
giſtrates. Whereupon the Preachers are 
ſent for and ſoundly ratled. And at length 
a Decree was made, That Martha Broſſer 
and Fames her Father ſhould be conveyed 
back by the public Office to Remorantin, 
the place of their Habitation 3 That Aar- 
tha ſhould be'committed to the Cuſtody 
of her Father , with this Injun@tion, That 
he ſhould-not permit her to wander out 


of the Town without permiſſion of the 


Judge, under pain of Corporal puniſh- 
ment. Thus vaniſhed the Fable of Mar- 
tha, and thus it is apparent, That the Po- 
Ph Prieſts muſt be either grear Fools or 
very great Knaves to let a ſilly Wench give 
fo much trouble to the greateſt part of a 
Kingdom : And how little Credit there is 
to be given to theſe paltry Exorciſers,- that 
are not able todiſcern a true Devil from a 
counterfeit.

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Let the Papiſts therefore tell us by what 
places of Seripture they will confirm theſe.- 
idle Ceremonies ? Where Chriſt or his 


Apoſtles teach us to expel the Devil who 


Is 2 Spirit , - and conſequently without 
a body , by corporeal means. Let them 
ſhew us one real Example of any hat 
have done it by this way or means. Wn 
the Devil does but feign to give We 
to theſe Ceremonies ; not that he fears 
them, but to the end he may graft the 
roots of Superſtition more firmly in the 
minds of - men. And therefore the *beſt 
Whip for Martha Broſſer had been ſuch a 
Whip as they ufe at our Houſes of Corre- - 
Ction ; and'for the Exorciſer of ſuch a Des - 
vil, and ſuch are moſt of your Popiſh De- 
moniacs , a good Cat a Ninetails to teach 
'em a better way of Living, than by prc- - 
phaning the Name of God, and deluding 
the unwary and ſuperſtitious with their - 
Impoſtures. 
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
